"chuck" ( the nrmy term ) was mod- 
erately good, owing to the limited 
means of cooking it well. It was 
a long voyage, and when we sighted 
Manila Ray we felt just like any 
way we would have faced any old 
thing to set foot on land once more. 

We arrived in Mnnila Ray July 
17th. landed the 19th, having been 
on board !t5 days. It was a grand 
sight as we sailed into Muniln Ray 
to see those huge monsters called 
"Dewey's licet" lying around in 
the water. Then by looking over 
tho port side towards Cnvite you 
could see the wrecks of the once 
(Spanish s.piadroti) line fleet of 
Montijo. It was a sight, hut we 
were not there to gaze anil wonder. 
We soon landed in tugs and cas- 
coes at Camp Dewey, close to Mn 
late, where we lay under tiro of the 
Spanish guns until Aug. I Sth, when 
we captured Manila. We had sev- 
eral small battles hefore, but they 
amounted to only a few killed. 
This lighting seemed to mo to be 
all fun. 

We went into Manila wi.'b ontuls 
playing and colors Hying- It was 
a grand sight. Rut il was a sad 
sight to see the Spanish odMera 
wiping tears from their eyes as the 
Stars and Stripes were run up over 
old Manila. Our duly had then 
just begun, policing the city and 
doing guard duty. Just picture 
yourselves anion:; hundreds of peo> 
phi trying to tell them something 
when you can neither understand 
them nor they you. Well, we had 
this to do until we moved our reg- 
iment to Cavite to gaard the navy 
yards, where we stayed very peace- 
fully until Dee. tfith. Xmas day 
we went aboard the l\ 8.

Kverything is qaiel today. Aa 
soon as the troops arrive I think | 
the insurgents will surrender, ns it 1 
is reported they are cut all to 
pieces in Santa Raibnra, Iheir 
stronghold. 

This is a beautiful, as well as 
rich, island. There is some nice 
farming country. Tlu> chief pro- 
ducts nre sugar cane and rice. 
There are fruits of all kinds here, 
— that is, tropical fruits. Wc have 
used sugar to build embankments 
in one or two instances. The Span 
ish have not occupied this town for 
over 2 years. It is a beautiful 
place, but I long to see my ''Old 
Ky. Home" once more. 1 have put 
in about IS years wandering over 
the I'. S., anil if I'm spared to re 
turn this time will be contented to 
remain. 

1 was down to gee E. O. Saun- 
ders, of Sharpshurg, who is in the 
1st Team. He is well and looking 
well. Th« Teaaeaaeaaa are all 
right and know how to light. I am 
well and enjoying such aa this life 
affords. Gaard duty is heavy. 1 
will write again. With best of 
wishes to all my friends and com- 
panions 1 remain,
